the contractors themselves are 
losing no sleep over tae prospects, 
But thisis a bargain that ought 
to have two sides to its comple- 
tion. The Government cught to 
have seen to it that the people of 
Canada—the party of the first 
part-—got the very best bargain 
that could be secured. To get a 
good bargain it ought to have let 
others tender for the contract. 
Canadians have no more interest 
in Wm. McKenzie and Dan Mann 
then they have in any other Cana- 
dians who were able and willing 
to post the guarantee to complete 
the contract according to the 
plans and specifications.

During the past fiscal year the

The United States authorities 
evidently favor the Calgary- 
Edmonton route to the Klondyke, 
The effect and object of the tegis- 
lation which is now being formu- 
lated at Washington is to block 
the Stickine river route, by mak- 
ing it so difficult as tobe impos- 
sible to tranship passengers and 
freight from the ocean vessels to 
the steamers at the mouth of the 
river, which lies in United States 
territory. It is now admitted that 
the free navization rights posses- 
sed by the British people do not 
alter the rights of tne United 
States insuch a case. So much 
doubt has arisen in regard to the 
proposed railroad that it is not at 
all improbable that the route will 
have to be changed. 


As the Montreal correspondent 
of the Financial Times points out, a 
number of people will i surprised 
to find that “Our Lady of the 
Snows” can grow tobacco, and, 
what is more important, make it 
pay handsomely. Still, this is not 
very remarkable when it is re- 
membered chat in Canada are 
grown ona large scale tomatoes, 
grapes and peaches, Tobacco has 
been cultivated fora number of 
vears in most of the provinces of 
Canada with some success; but in 
Kssex county. in the extreme 
south of the Province of Ontario, 
the results have been most satis- 
tactory. The correspondent 
points out that Essex county lies 
in latitude 42 degreee, and is sur- 
rounded on three sides by water; 
Lake St. Clair being on the north, 
lake Erie on the southand a con- 
necting channel on the west, The 
winters in this favored county are 
less rigorous than iu any other part 
of Canada, It is a great peach and 
fruit-growing district. Owing to 
the great profits made by the sale 
of the tobacco crop last year the 
acreage will be largely increased, 


1H SENATES 
OPPORTUNITY 


The Dominion Senate has now 
within its grasp an excellent op- 
portunity to prove to the vountry 
the need of a second legislative 
chamber Shouldit perforth its 
manifest duty by refusing to rati- 
ty the Yukon deal, its existence is 
jnstitied at once, and forever. The 
Conservatives party is now practi- 
cally a unit in its opposition to the 
bargain. Many members of the 
Liberal party are praying in their 
hearts that the Senate may block 
the deal, The Patrons areup in 
arms against it. The House of 
Commons which is supposed to be 
the national representative ascem- 
bly has forgotten its duty to the 
people‘in its bartering of their 
rignts. Public opinion, which is 
altogether opposed to the deal, 
should cause the Senate to teach 
the lower Housea much needed 
lesson, The threat has been made 
that should the Senate reject the 
bill, Sir Wilfrid Laurier will at 
once appeal to the country, There 
is no need for alarm.

THE SEVEN DEADLY SINS 

Previous to his departure for Ot- 
tawa, Mr. T. O. Davis, M. P. tor 
Saskatchewan, organized a mass 
meeting of his supporters in Prinve 
Albert for the purpose of 
strengthening the hands of the 
Government by passing _ resolu- 
tions of confidence in the Premier 
and Mr, Davis. The reasons must 
have been indeed grave which cal- 
led for such a desperate resolve. 
To call together the Liberal Asso- 
ciation of Prince Albert, and to 
preserve harmony during the 
course of its proceedings, has been 
proved by experience to bea task 
of enormous magnitude. Mr, 
Davis, himself, like the lame gen- 
eral in history, took the precau- 
tion to leave the field of battle be- 
fore the shooting began. But the 
crisis demanded that the Liberal 
Association of Prince Aibert 
should show a united front to the 
enemy, and as the usual fight did 
not take place, it is tair to presume 
that the meeting consisted of Mr.

Resolved that the Liberal Asso- 
ciation of Prince Albert iv entirely 
in accord with the policy of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and his Goyern- 
ment, 1st.—Because of their doing 
away ina great measure with the 
high protective tariff that was so 
detrimental to the masses. 2nd,— 
Because of their efforts to consoli- 
date the Empire by a p:eferential 
tariff with the Mother Country, 
8rd.— Because of the assistance 
given usin placing our food pro- 
ducts before the people of Great 
Britain. 4th.— Because of their 
vigorous immigration. policy in 
order to people the North West 
Territory. 5th.—Because of their 
building the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway in order to secure Canada 
and especially Manitoba and ‘he 
North West Territories the mar- 
kets of the great mining centres of 
British Columbia. 6th.—Because 
of the great freight reductions 
accrued from the C.P,R. 7th.— 
Because of the energy displayed 
in making and administering !aws 
for the Yukon and in opening up 
the different routesto the gold 
fields, 

The perusal of the ‘seven solid 
reasons” gives the idea that Prince 
Albert Liberals were having a sl 
joke at the expense of Sir Wilfrid, 

he “doing away ‘with the high 
protective tariff that was so de- 
trimental tothe masses” is in it- 
self a spendid joke, more especi- 
ally when coming from a western 
farming community. “The consol- 
idation of the Empire by a pre- 
ferential tariff with the mother 
country” evidently means a sar- 
castic allusion to the preferential 
trade relations which at present 
exists with eyery country, blessed 
or otherwise on_ the habitable 
globe—except England, while the 
reference to the ‘energetic immi- 
gration policy” can only mean the 
carloads of dirty and destitute 
Galicians who have made the lm- 
migration departwent ridiculous 
throughout the country. The re- 
ference to the construction by the 
Government of the Crow's Nest 
railway was a hard hit, but it was 
too good to be suppressed, in view 
of the ante-election promises of 
the Liberal candidates and their 
unanimous abuse of the ©.

THE ALL CANADIAN ROUTE 


Tae Edmonton Bulletin of 
Thursday last has a long article on 
the Yukon igs ng G which bears 
the unmistakable imprint of Mr. 
Oliver's pen. It discusses the 
merite ot the coast route as against 
a rvuad from Edmonton, and pats 
the case clearly and fully. Shewing 
that Canadian trade can best be 
helped by the institution of an all 
Canadian route to the gold fields. 
The article, which want of space 


only prevents the HERALD from 
re ucing in full, concludes as 
follows:— 


“The only route whereby Can- 
ada can absolutely control the Yu- 
kon trade 1s that by way of the 
Peace and Liard rivers, from the 

resent terminus of the railway at 

monton, This route lies entire- 

ly within Canadian territory. It 
starts from a point. of production 
for export and ends at the head of 
navigation on the main stream o 
ukon. It passes through a 
region of moderate climate and of 
agricultural cavabilities all the 
way—a region that islargely gold 
producing as well. It crosses the 
navigation of the Athabasca, the 
Peace and Liard rivers, and at the 
Pelly river commands the naviga- 
tion of the whole water system of 
the Yukon. It passes through a 
region of light snow fall, and of 
grass, A railway over this 
route would ensare that Canad- 
jan farmers, manufacturers and 
dealers would supply the trade 
of the Yukon’ without hav- 
ing to share it with our commer 
cial rivals, or as at present be re- 
tused a share of it by them. Even 
without a railway, if there were 
@ good wagon r over this route 
Canada could hold a great deal of 
the trade which she is now losing 
and will continue to lose with the 
Stickine railway as well as with- 
out it, or indeed use of it. 
The trade of the Yukon by the 
Stickine 1oute depends upon a 
wagon road this year. The haste 
with which this is tobe construct- 
ed is the most commendable 
feature of the railway bargain. 
Likeaction on the Edmonton route 
would have given immeasurably 
more aid to Canadian trade and 
Canadian development. Even 
without Government assistance it 
fis a question if Canadian trade as 
@ whole is not benefitting more by 
the travel taking the Edmonton 
route than that going by the 
coast, rower na s is gpeveniening 
more proportionately, the propor- 
tioa being not leas ‘than ton ‘to 


HOW WOULD THIS DO? 


The debates in Parliiment as 
well as the discussion in the Cana- 

jan press on the Teslin Lake 
railway scheme, have succeeded in 
turning public attention to the 
North West route to the Yukon as 
sj far tne most practicable means 
of transport as well as the most 
beneficial to Canadian trade. 

The Minister of Interior in the 
House of Commons spoke of the 
Teslin Lake road merely as a 
makeshift in the absence of a 
railroad from Edmonton, which he 
spoke of as the pro rma- 
ment road. The different rds 
of trade in Ontario, Quebec and 
Manitoba, are unanimous in their 
endorsation of the North West 
route, Why should not Manitoba 
and the North West place them- 
selves properly before the country 
and the Government, so that there 
may be no doubt of the attitude of 
the people, in the minds of the 
Government 

THE HERALD suggests that a 
convention consisting of represen- 
tatives from Manitoba avd the 
Territories be called at an early 
date at some convenient point, for 
the purpose of passing resolutions 
in favor of the North West route, 
and calling upon the Government 
to construct a railway in the north 
instead of the now exploded Mann- 
McKenzie 130. mile narrow-guage 
line. The suggestion is sakie th 


the interests of all parties, and 
Tun Hera believes that if it is 
taken up and adopted by the 
people of Manitoba and the Terri- 
tories, some good work can be 
done.

| WHAT DULUTH DID. 


The City of Dualath has been for 
the past few years going through 
a somewhat remarkable experi- 
ence, The citizens had not been 
satisfied with the qaey of water 
supplied by the Water and Gas 
Ov., owned by private parties, aad 
in 1800 it was decided by a vote of 
the people, that the city should 
build and operate its own works. 
Some months after, the people 
voted against buying the company 
out for $1,950,000, Then the com- 
pany began to “work” and three 
years later when the matter was 
again brought up, the people 
voted to buy the works for $2,100- 
000. 


A private citizen took the matter 
into court on the ground that the 
price was excessive and the vote 
invalid—and succeeded inestablish- 
ing his point. This led to his elec- 
tion as mayor and in 1895 the peo- 
ple once more decided to build 
waterworks. The year following 
the city council declared that the 
company had forfeited its fran- 
chise by neglecting to fulfil its 
conditions, and commenced legal 
proeeedings. The company then 
offered to take $1,605,000 for its 
gas and water plants. The coun- 
cil agreed, but the mayor exercised 
his right of veto, and had the 
works valued by the city engineers 
who estimated that the company’s 
preperty could be hg on or 
$1,100,000. Finally after several 
offers and counter offers the sum 
of $1,250,000 was agreed upon and 
the purchase was completed at 
that price. a, his persistence 
the mayor saved the town $850,000, 
and broke down the monopoly.

No one is smalled-soul 
enough to wish disaster to the 
eaterprise, and no one who_ has 
studied the conditions is the least 
bit afraid that such disaster will 
result. Weventure tosay that 
the contractors themselves are 
losing no sleep over tae prospects.

The Government ought to 
have seen to it that the people of 
Canada--the party of the first 
part—got the very best bargain 
that could be secured. To get a 
good bargain it ought to have let 
others tender for the vontract, 
Canadians have no more interest 
in Wm. McKenzie and Dan Mann 
then they have in any cther Cana- 
dians who were able and willing 
to post the guarantee to complete 
the contract according to the 
plans and specificaticns.” 


A petition signed by one undrea 
farmers in the township of Hitch- 
inbrook, in the county of Hunt- 
ingdon, Que., has been torwarded 
to Sir ilfrid Laurier, praying 
him to cease borrowing money, to 
suspend subsidies to railways and 
other public works, and reduce 
expenditure so that protective 
duties may be reduced and still 
furnish sufficient revenue to meet 
the requirements ot the eoumtay.

Hay Land, Timber, and Water— 
Rivers and Creeks Lined With Gold 
To tho Editor of Tum Henatp. 


Sir: Now that our northern coun- 
try is attracting attention because of 
the recent rich gold finds in Klondyke 
and vicinity, and there is an oppor- 
tunity of this‘country opening up for 
settlement much eartier than some of 
us anticipated, | want to say to my 
fellow Canadians, and through them 
to the world, that we have in the 
Peace River region a large area of 
habitable land, rich soil, good grass, 
plenty of timber for settlement, and 
the whole land well wateréd. These are 
the surface conditions which meet 
even the most casual observer as one 
travels through the country which 
lies north of the site ofold Fort Assini- 
boine, on the Athabaska river, Then 
when we take into account these facts 
that the altitude of most of the Peace 
river country is very much lower than 
that of either wwe or Calgary, 
that large bodies of water are distrib- 
uted here and there all over the land, 
that the evaporation from the lakes 
and the many flowing streams which

1 tor one 
believe that the Klondyke has no 
monopoly otf thisfactor in the settle- 
ment of the hitherto wilderness coun- 
try. Other rich finds will be made, 
but in the meantime the hardy settler 
and real home seeker can go into the 
north land and find all I have men- 
tioned and with this a glorious climate 

largely free from summer cyclone or 
winter blizzard—one in which a domi- 
nant race of men may be bred and 
reared. IT have come to the conclusion 
from personal travel and observation, 
and also from having conversed with 
Hudson's Bay officials, miners, trap- 
pers and Indians, during the last 
nearly torty years of almost constant 
sojourn in the North West country. I 
will end by saying that if all the area 
between the 49th parallel and the 
Athabasca river did not exist, still 
having the richly endowed country to 
the north of us, Canada would he 
possessed of a region full of glorious 
possibilities,

THE VOICE OF HISTORY 


To the Editor of Tue HERALD: 


Sin,-Your correspondent “Eureka 
Stockade” omitted to give the cause 
and result of the outbreak in Victoria 
in November and December, 1854, and 
as probably tew of your readers may 
know the circumstances they may be 
of some interest in view of the mining 
laws enacted by the present govern- 
ment, In 1835 a diggers license in 
Victoria cost £2 per month and no 
man was allowed to prospect or mine 
or even hold a claim without one. He 
had to presuce it any and every time 
it was demanded, and if unable to pro- 
duce it when demanded, was heavil 
fined, For many months great ill- 
feeling existed, until in consequence of 
indignation meetings having been 
held it became evident to the author- 
ities that there was likely to be serious 
trouble. Troops were sent upto Bal- 
arat and on December 3rd the’ Eureka 
Stockade” fight resulted, in which 
40 diggers and Captain Wise of the 
10th Regiment and five of his soldiers 
were killed. 

A reward was offered for the appre- 
hgnelan of the ringleaders but was 
afterwards withdrawn, and not one 
man was punished for having been 
concerned in the outbreak, but 36 lives 
were sacrificed to the greed of incom-
